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Statement  From  The  President, 
Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon 

As  I  complete  my  first  full  year  as  the  President  of  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege,  I  remain  positive  about  its  future,  thanks  to  the  hard  work,  dedication 
and  support  of  its  alumni,  friends  and  benefactors. 

At  the  same  time,  we  have  reached  an  absolute  critical  point  of  the 
three-year  old  Centennial  Campaign  where  our  goals  of  funding  scholar¬ 
ships,  the  College's  endowment,  capital  improvements  and  the  Core  build¬ 
ing  are  in  sight. 

Tentative  plans  still  call  for  construction  of  the  Father  Charles  Banet 
Core  Education  Center.  Ten  years  of  effort  will  be  culminating  in  the  next 
six  months  as  we  attempt  to  complete  the  donor  financing  of  the  $6.5  mil¬ 
lion  project. 

Challenge  and  matching  donation  opportunities  still  exist  for  all 
friends  of  the  College  to  make  this  a  reality  for  all  Pumas  on  campus. 

The  50,000  square  foot,  state-of-the-art  building  is  the  first  educational  structure  erected  upon  the  campus  of 
Saint  Josephs'  College  in  80  years.  The  building  is  unique  in  that  it  is  being  built  around  and  for  a  specific  col¬ 
lege  curriculum:  the  Core  Program. 

Its  centerpiece  will  be  a  400-seat  auditorium  that  will  serve  as  the  functional  center  of  the  Core  Program. 

The  building  will  also  feature  the  most  modern  teaching  technology,  including  computer  access  in  all  class¬ 
rooms,  high  tech  audio/ visual  equipment  with  the  most  recent  developments  in  teaching  technology  available. 

Ten  classrooms,  intentionally  small  to  accommodate  the  95%  of  SJC  classes  that  number  less  than  30  stu¬ 
dents,  will  be  included  for  Core  class  discussion  groups,  and  an  additional  teaching  computer  lab  will  be  avail¬ 
able  to  insure  all  levels  of  teaching  technology  and  literacy  for  our  students. 

An  additional  science  lab,  devoted  to  Cores  5  &  6,  is  designed  to  facilitate  'hands-on'  science  learning  for 
undergraduates,  while  an  80-seat  mini-lecture  hall  will  accommodate  small  convocations  and  be  used  for  the  few 
classes  at  the  College  that  number  over  30  students. 

Forty-three  faculty  offices,  including  additional  planning  and  communal  work  space,  will  be  located  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  structure.  Housing  the  faculty  together  in  close  proximity  will  allow  the  faculty  to  integrate 
cross-disciplinary  planning  that  is  the  hallmark  of  the  Core  Program. 

The  building  will  be  located  in  the  heart  of  campus,  midway  between  Science  Hall  and  Halleck  Center,  and 
symbolizes  the  joining  together  of  all  facets  of  campus  life:  athletics,  student  affairs,  academics,  resident  life,  and 
religious. 

In  addition,  we  have  tentative  plans  to  redesign  the  major  roadways  on  campus  to  create  a  pedestrian  mall 
in  the  heart  of  the  College  community. 

While  we  have  moved  forward  rapidly  in  this  campaign  in  funding  repairs  and  improvements  in  infrastruc¬ 
ture,  in  improving  the  College's  endowments  and  funding  scholarships,  work  remains  to  be  done  in  all  those  ar¬ 
eas,  but  the  challenge  that  lies  before  us,  and  the  majority  of  our  emphasis  in  the  coming  months,  remains  the 
Core  building. 

Statement  From  Phil  Wilhelm,  Campaign  Chairman 
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Three  years  ago  Saint  Joseph's  College  undertook  the  single  most  am¬ 
bitious  project  in  its  fund-raising  history  with  the  implementation  of  the 
five-year,  $22.5  million  to  allow  for  complete  financing  of  the  Core  Educa¬ 
tion  Building. 

There  were  many  that  thought  this  goal,  though  necessary  from  a  busi¬ 
ness  standpoint  to  place  the  College  upon  solid  footing  entering  the  next 
century,  was  too  ambitious  for  an  institution  the  size  of  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege.  Others  were  confident  that  the  College's  friends,  benefactors  and 
alumni  were  capable  of  helping  Saint  Joseph's  raise  these  crucial  funds. 

I'm  happy  to  say  that  with  three  years  of  hard  work  by  the  Office  of 
Development,  President  Emeritus  Father  Charles  Banet,  current  College 
President  Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon  and  the  entire  campaign  staff,  we  have 
come  within  sight  of  our  goal. 

As  a  result  of  this  effort,  the  group  which  will  benefit  most  from  our 
sacrifices,  the  current  and  future  students  of  Saint  Joseph's  College,  have 
already  begun  to  reap  the  benefits. 

For  example,  more  than  $1  million  has  been  spent  on  refurbishing  the 
Science  Hall,  giving  that  venerable  building  a  bright  appearance  inside  and 
out. 
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Those  repairs,  which  center  around  improving  both  the  accessibility  and  safety  within  the  building,  include: 
installation  of  handicap  entrance  facilities,  including  an  elevator;  installation  of  an  enclosed  stairwell;  renovated 
restrooms  on  the  basement  level;  installation  of  air-conditioning  in  the  library;  installation  of  new  restrooms  on 
the  second  floor;  additional  entranceways  installed  into  music  department;  replacement  of  all  existing  exterior 
windows  with  double-paned,  thermopane  windows  designed  to  better  retain  heat  or  air  conditioning  inside 
while  reducing  penetration  of  radiant  heat;  exterior  tuck  pointing  where  necessary;  installation  of  upgraded  elec¬ 
trical  service. 

All  these  improvements,  among  others,  will  help  keep  this  structure  a  viable  and  integral  part  of  the  College 
for  years  to  come. 

Students  have  also  already  benefited  from  the  purchase  of  30  new  computers  that  have  been  placed  in  stu¬ 
dent  laboratory  facilities  around  campus.  The  computers  bring  with  them  the  latest  technology  and  will  help 
Saint  Joseph's  continue  its  tradition  of  sending  the  best  prepared  graduate  possible  into  the  workplace. 

Improvements  have  also  been  made  that  will  benefit  students  in  one  of  the  College's  more  popular  majors: 
radio  and  TV.  Fifty-thousand  dollars  was  spent  to  upgrade  equipment  that  now  allows  the  students  to  work  on 
state-of-the-art  cameras,  mixers  and  editing  machines  while  they  learn  more  about  an  ever-growing  industry. 

For  those  of  you  who  have  not  been  on  campus,  long-needed,  on-site  improvements,  including  the  repaving 
of  all  main  campus  thoroughfares  and  Field  House  parking  lot,  tuck  pointing  of  several  buildings  new  roofs  on 
several  others  and  total  renovation  of  the  Reflecting  Pond,  as  well  as  countless  hours  of  repair  work  in  residence 
halls,  have  given  the  College  a  bright  face  to  greet  visitors,  while  keeping  the  buildings  in  tip-top  shape  and  pro¬ 
longing  their  life. 

In  short,  the  Campaign  has  been  a  success  to  date,  but  we  still  have  a  challenge  ahead  of  us  in  the  form  of 
the  Father  Charles  Banet  Core  Education  Center,  which  is  a  top  priority  as  we  head  into  the  final  two  years  of  the 
five-year  effort. 

This  building,  which  Father  Banet  has  dreamed  of  for  so  long,  is  also  within  grasp,  but  our  efforts  must  not 
diminish  because  we  have  been  so  successful  so  far. 

I  know  that  each  of  you  has  done,  and  will  continue  to  do,  all  that  you  can  to  help  us  reach  our  goal  and 
keep  Saint  Joseph's  College  moving  forward  in  its  second  century  of  service. 


Statement  From  Jim  Valentine,  V-P  for  Development 


We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  campaign  goal  for  the  outright 
gift  portion  of  the  Centennial  Campaign  has  been  increased  to  $12.5  mil¬ 
lion.  This  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  April  15  meet¬ 
ing  in  Chicago. 

The  additional  capital  will  allow  for  total  financing  of  the  Core  Educa¬ 
tion  Building,  which  will  cost  $6.5  million  to  complete. 

The  outright  pledge  total  for  the  campaign  is  currently  $9,421,606, 
which  puts  us  76%  of  the  way  toward  our  new  goal  of  $12.5  million. 

Thanks  to  the  very  generous  commitment  of  our  trustee  and  alumni  leaders 
and  some  very  special  friends  of  the  College,  we  will  in  all  probability  pass 
the  $10  million  mark  by  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year.  We  are  deeply 
indebted  to  everyone  who  has  participated  and  particularly  to  those  who 
have  made  additional  commitments.  Some  would  appear  to  border  on  the 
sacrificial. 

Two  thing  must  be  noted  to  put  this  achievement  in  its  proper  per¬ 
spective.  First,  the  $12.5  million  goal  has  been  increased  not  once,  but 
twice,  from  the  original  $8  million  established  at  the  outset  of  the  campaign 
planning,  initially  being  increased  to  $10  million  and  now  to  $12.5  million.  Second,  we  are  still  some  $2.5  million 
away  from  raising  the  amount  needed  to  fund  construction  of  the  Core  Education  building. 

As  we  enter  this,  the  most  challenging  phase  of  our  campaign,  we  are  calling  on  new  donors  as  well  as  mak¬ 
ing  call-backs  on  some  of  those  who  participated  in  the  leadership  phase  of  our  campaign.  The  additional  com¬ 
mitments  of  Peter  Shen  and  Bill  Courtney,  both  of  whom  had  already  given  substantially,  are  particularly  appre¬ 
ciated. 

The  estate,  or  planned  gift,  portion  of  the  campaign  continues  to  go  well,  and  we  are  well  over  $1  million 
past  our  $12  million  goal.  Major  trusts  established  include  the  following:  John  and  Jane  Guckien  —  $500,000; 
John  and  Ellen  Benish  —  $1,550,000;  William  and  Jane  Courtney  —  $1,000,000;  and  the  Kavanaugh  Children's 
Fund  —  $3,000,000. 

The  annual  fund,  run  and  reported  separately  from  the  campaign,  is  holding  up  surprisingly  well,  particu¬ 
larly  in  view  of  the  campaign  focus. 

The  generous  commitment  of  select  donors  has  put  us  in  a  position  to  fulfill  our  campaign  objectives.  As  the 
solicitation  base  is  broadened,  we  need  participation  from  all  our  alumni  to  make  our  dreams  a  reality. 
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Society  Of  The  Precious  Blood 
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Statement  by  Father  Ken  Pleiman,  C.PP.S.,  Provincial 

The  commitment  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  to  Saint  Joseph's  College  has  been  demon¬ 
strated  over  the  years  in  many  ways.  A  quick  count,  for  instance,  reveals  that  over  280  members  of 
the  Society  have  served  as  unsalaried  professors,  administrators  or  in  other  service  roles  since  the  ori¬ 
gin  of  the  College.  What  this  and  other  financial  contributions  would  amount  to  (in  uninflated  dol¬ 
lars)  over  the  past  one  hundred  years  challenges  computation.  Beyond  that,  much  of  the  campus 
farm  land,  originally  the  property  of  the  C.PP.S.,  was  donated  to  the  College  and  is  a  substantial  part 
of  its  endowment.  In  recent  years  the  Society  pledged  and  is  paying  $500,000,  derived  from  the  sale 
of  other  properties,  as  a  matching  grant  for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  While  the 
numerical  presence  of  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  at  the  College  is  presently  shrink¬ 
ing,  we  firmly  intend  to  continue  our  tradition  of  strong  bond  and  commitments  to  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  however  we  can. 


Vince  Agnew 

"Saint  Joseph's  College  provided  me  with  an  excellent  foundation  of  faith,"  says  Vince  Agnew, 
Class  of  '54,  when  talking  about  the  life-values  he  carries  with  him  from  his  days  as  an  undergraduate 
at  the  Rensselaer  campus.  "My  years  at  Saint  Joseph's  were  a  significant  part  of  my  educational  expe¬ 
rience.  They  certainly  provided  me  with  a  strong  moral  and  ethical  background  for  conducting  my¬ 
self  throughout  my  life." 

Agnew,  who  recently  retired  as  Vice-President  of  Chicago  Title  and  Trust  Company,  provided  the 
College  with  a  $50,000  gift  to  the  Centennial  Campaign. 

"The  reason  for  giving  to  the  College  is  really  quite  simple,"  he  states.  "I  want  to  see  the  school 
survive.  Saint  Joseph's  College  provides  the  kind  of  education  that  is  hard  to  find;  personal  attention 
combined  with  an  ethical  value  system.  The  College  needs  to  continue  to  provide  the  world  with  the 
type  of  graduate  it  produces." 

It's  been  said  many  times  by  many  people  that  their  best  memories  of  the  College  are  the  people. 
For  Agnew,  that's  also  the  case. 

"The  thing  that  sticks  with  me  about  Saint  Joseph's  is  that  it  was  a  very  enjoyable  four  years,"  he 
points  out.  "I  think  the  faculty  set  an  excellent  example  for  us  all  with  their  dedication  and  willing¬ 
ness  to  work  with  others." 


Bill  and  Jane  Courtney 

"The  magnitude  of  the  generosity  and  philanthropy  of  the  Courtney's  never  fails  to  move  me," 
says  Saint  Joseph's  College  Vice  President  for  Development  Jim  Valentine. 

The  Youngstown,  Ohio,  couple  have  previously  made  gifts  of  $250,000  in  outright  contributions 
and  endowed  a  $1  million  scholarship. 

This  was  not  to  be  the  end  of  their  beneficence,  however,  as  they  stepped  forward  to  provide 
momentum  for  the  final  two  years  of  the  campaign  with  another  $250,000  gift. 

Bill,  who  currently  serves  as  President  of  Serex  Corporation,  was  the  founder  of  Servomation,  one 
of  the  nation's  major  vending/ contract  food  service  management  corporations.  He  has  continued  to 
give  unfailingly  of  his  time  to  the  College  even  though  his  only  connection  is  that  a  son  attended  for 
one  year,  20  years  ago. 
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His  dedication  is  indicative  of  a  family  tradition  of  philanthropy  and  public  service,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  being  a  member  of  the  Saint  Joseph's  College  Board  of  Trustees,  he  serves  on  the  board  of  a 
number  of  charitable  organizations  as  well. 


Bogden  "Bud"  Czarnowski 

Proving  the  old  adage  that  there  is  more  than  one  way  to  skin  a  cat,  Bogden  "Bud"  Czarnowski 
has  exhibited  his  loyalty  and  support  of  Saint  Joseph's  College  in  a  variety  of  ways.  A  native  of 
Posen,  Poland,  Bud  became  actively  involved  in  support  of  Saint  Joseph's  in  the  early  1960's,  partici¬ 
pating  in  many  of  the  Chicago  Parents’  Club  functions.  For  the  last  25  years,  he  has  been  a  participant 
at  the  Saint  Joseph's  Scholarship  Dinner  Dance  in  Chicago. 

Two  of  his  eight  children,  Gregory  and  John,  are  SJC  graduates  and  a  granddaughter  also  at¬ 
tended  the  College. 

In  1993,  Bud  financed  a  $265,000  charitable  gift  annuity  for  the  College  with  the  gift  of  a  ranch  in 
Frederickburg,  Texas,  just  one  of  the  many  ways  in  which  the  College  has  benefited  from  his  generos¬ 
ity. 


W  August  Hillenbrand 

"I  take  a  great  deal  of  pride  in  my  association  with  Saint  Joseph's  College,"  says  Gus  Hillenbrand, 
Class  of  '66.  "I  learned  a  lot  when  I  was  there,  and  it's  a  pleasure  to  give  back  to  an  institution  that 
gave  so  much  to  me." 

Hillenbrand,  President  and  CEO  of  Hillenbrand  Industries,  has  made  a  $50,000  commitment  to 
the  Centennial  Campaign. 

After  graduating  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in  business  administration  from  Saint  Joseph's,  Hillen¬ 
brand  went  to  work  for  the  Hill-Rom  Company  in  Batesville,  Ind.,  eventually  rising  to  the  position  of 
president.  In  1979  he  became  Executive  Vice  President  of  Hillenbrand  Industries,  a  diversified  com¬ 
pany  that  produces  a  wide  variety  of  products  for  the  international  market. 

In  addition  to  his  campaign  contribution,  Hillenbrand  has  served  the  College  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

"My  Saint  Joseph's  experience  instilled  in  me  special  values  and  provided  me  with  life  experi¬ 
ences  that  have  stayed  with  me  to  this  day,"  Hillenbrand  adds. 


Jim  Madden 


Jim  Madden's  ties  to  Saint  Joseph's  College  date  to  his  years  as  an  undergraduate  at  the  College. 
Jim  earned  his  bachelor's  degree  in  accounting  from  SJC  in  1964.  He  is  currently  President  of  Rider 
Dickerson,  a  Chicago-based  commercial  printing  shop. 

Not  content  to  sit  idly  by  and  watch  when  he  could  help,  Jim  has  served  the  College  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1975,  currently  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Executive 
Development  Committee.  He  is  a  former  member  and  past  President  of  Saint  Joseph's  Alumni  Asso¬ 
ciation  Board  of  Directors. 

Capital  campaigns  like  the  current  Centennial  Campaign  are  nothing  new  for  Jim,  as  he  served  as 
vice  chairman  of  the  College's  highly  successful  $7  million  capital  gifts  campaign  in  the  early  1980's. 
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In  1986  the  College  showed  its  appreciation  for  his  years  of  dedicated  service  by  bestowing  upon 
him  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree. 

"When  I  think  of  Saint  Joseph's  College,  I  think  of  the  very  personal  way  in  which  students  are 
treated,"  says  Madden,  recalling  his  own  undergraduate  years.  "Students  are  cared  for,  and  about, 
by  everyone,  from  faculty  to  staff  to  administrators." 

He  also  looks  back  fondly  upon  his  years  of  development  at  the  College  and  cites  those  times  as  a 
driving  force  in  his  philanthropy  to  the  College. 

"The  environment  at  the  College,  the  attention  to  the  individual,  really  allowed  me,  as  it  did  oth¬ 
ers,  to  find  themselves  and  blossom,"  he  points  out.  "And  I  don't  mean  just  in  a  business  sense  ei¬ 
ther,  but  as  a  person.  I  want  to  do  all  I  can  to  help  the  College  continue  to  provide  that  environment 
for  future  generations  of  young  people.  The  government  provides  the  support  for  the  public  institu¬ 
tions,  and  it's  important  that  we  do  all  we  can  as  individuals  to  provide  support  for  private  institu¬ 
tions  like  Saint  Joseph's  in  order  to  keep  them  viable  entities  in  the  future."

Souheir  and  Talat  Othman 

"When  I  think  of  Saint  Joseph's  College,  I  think  of  it  as  a  special  college,"  says  Souheir  Othman,  a 
current  member  of  the  College's  Board  of  Trustees.  "It  has  such  a  positive  impact  on  "late  bloomers." 
Because  everybody  doesn't  develop  at  the  same  rate,  students  need  some  personal  attention.  Because 
of  its  size,  they  aren't  overlooked  at  Saint  Joseph's.  They're  allowed  to  blossom." 

Souheir  and  her  husband  Talat,  who  owns  Dearborn  Financial,  an  Arlington  Heights,  Ill.,  invest¬ 
ment  firm,  have  made  a  $50,000  contribution  to  the  Centennial  Campaign. 

"I  want  to  see  Saint  Joseph's  College  grow  and  help  more  students,"  says  Souheir,  in  explaining 
her  gift  to  the  Campaign.  "More  precisely,  I  would  really  like  to  see  it  cloned,  so  that  there  would  be 
more  colleges  like  Saint  Joseph's.  I  think  its  potential  comes  from  its  small  size." 

Dr.  Othman  was  educated  in  both  her  native  Egypt  and  the  United  States.  At  Abbott  Labs  she 
progressed  from  the  rank  of  a  laboratory  scientist  to  Project  Manager  and  Manager  of  Licensing.  She 
retired  from  Abbott  in  1989  and  is  currently  active  in  cultural,  educational,  religious  and  community 
organizations  and  causes. 

"Saint  Joseph's  offers  a  religious,  ethical  education  that,  unfortunately,  is  decreasing  in  other  col¬ 
leges  and  universities,"  she  points  out.  "I  believe  it's  very  important  that  we  teach  our  children  ethi¬ 
cal  values."

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Based  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  the  M.  E.  Raker  Foundation,  in  July  1993,  made  a  five-year  pledge  of 
$50,000  to  the  College's  Centennial  Campaign.  The  Raker  Foundation  is  an  example  of  several  foun¬ 
dations  that  have  shown  their  commitment  to  make  private  college's  and  universities  viable  alterna¬ 
tives  for  today's,  as  well  as  tomorrow's,  students. 

The  Raker  Foundation  has  stipulated  that  its  donation  be  used  toward  the  construction  of  the 
Core  Education  Center.  A  previous  grant  from  the  Raker  Foundation  helped  make  possible  an  elec¬ 
tronic  campus  at  the  College. 

Northern  Indiana  Public  Service  Company  is  the  largest  public  utility  in  northern  Indiana,  serv¬ 
ing  Hoosiers  from  Illinois  to  Ohio.  The  College  has  a  long-standing,  working  relationship  with 
NIPSCO.  Although  the  $50,000  gift  to  the  Centennial  Campaign  marks  its  first  outright  donation  to 
the  College,  it  has  aided  the  College  in  numerous  other  ways,  including  the  donation  of  a  "cherry- 
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picker"  utility  truck,  valued  at  $30,000,  to  the  College's  maintenance  department. 

The  Frank  M.  McHale  Charitable  Trust  was  established  with  an  endowment  by  the  late  member 
of  the  original  Board  of  Trustees  of  Saint  Joseph's  College.  Frank  McHale  was  a  Logansport  native 
who  became  an  attorney  and  national  Democratic  Party  official.  He  was  also  President  of  First  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  of  Logansport.  The  $50,000  commitment  to  the  Centennial  Campaign  is  the  most  recent 
of  nearly  $1  million  in  outright  donations  made  to  the  College  by  the  McHale  Trust  since  1975. 

In  referring  to  the  donations  by  these  organizations.  College  President  Dr.  Albert  J.  Shannon  has 
said,  "We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Raker  Foundation,  Northern  Indiana  Public  Service  Company  and 
the  McHale  Trust  for  their  continuing  support.  Through  their  generosity,  and  that  of  similar  organi¬ 
zations,  the  College  has  benefited  greatly.  We  are  appreciative  of  their  positive  endorsement  of  pri¬ 
vate  higher  education."
